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EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 5-85 

Establishing The Philadelphia Special Investigation Commission 


WHEREAS, on May 13, 1985, an incident occurred at 622> Osage Avenue in the 
City and County of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, that resulted in the loss of 
eleven lives and the destruction by fire of the homes and personal effects o 
sixty-one families in the surrounding neighborhood; and 


WHEREAS, that incident was the result of an interaction between the so- 
called MOVE organization and various departments and agencies m the Execut ve 
and Administrative branch of Philadelphia City government, and 


WHEREAS, under the Philadelphia Home Rule Charter said departments and 
agencies report to the Mayor as the Chief Executive Officer responsible for the 
Executive and Administrative branch of City government; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor is charged by the Philadelphia Home Rule Charter with 
responsibility for the conduct of the executive and administrative work of the 
City and for law enforcement within its boundaries; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor has broad powers under the Philadelphia Home Rule Charter 
to supervise, monitor and investigate the activities of the various departmen s 
and agencies that perform executive and administrative functions, and 

WHEREAS the incident of May 13, 1985, has given rise to complaints about 
the operation of the Executive and Administrative branch of City government and 
law enforcement within its boundaries; and 

WHEREAS, it is important to the public confidence in City government that 
this incident be thoroughly investigated by an independent and impartial 
commission; and 


WHEREAS, it is essential that this commission have the full authority 
granted to the Executive and Administrative branch by the Philadelphia Home 
Rule Charter in order to successfully perform this function; and 


WHEREAS, it is desirable to restate in a single document all 
actions taken by me with regard to establishing a commission o i 
the incident of May 13, 1985,

NOW, THEREFORE, by the power vested in me in accordance with Section 8-409 
of the Philadelphia Home Rule Charter as the Mayor of the City, it is hereby 
ordered: 

(1) that the Philadelphia Special Investigation Commission is established 
to conduct a thorough, independent and impartial examination of the events 
leading up to and including the incident of May 13, 1985, in the .neighborhood 
of 6221 Osage Avenue in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


(2) The Commission shall inquire into the conduct of City employees in the 
planning and implementation of City government actions prior to and on May 13, 


1985. 


(3) The Commission is authorized to conduct investigations, hold hearings 
and perform any other tasks related to the performance of its functions. 


(4) The Commission is hereby granted the right of access to the records of 
any officer, department, board, agency or commission of the City relating to the 
MOVE organization and the events of May 13, 1985. 


(5) The Commission shall have the authority vested in the Executive and 
Administrative branch of City government under the Philadelphia Home Rule Charter 
to compel the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of docu¬ 
ments and other evidence relating to the incident of May 13, 1985; and, for that 
purpose, it may issue subpoenas requiring the attendance and testimony of persons 
and the production of documents and other evidence and cause them to be served 
in any part of the City. 


(6) All employees within the Executive and Administrative branch of City 
government are hereby directed to fully cooperate with the Commission by promptly 
producing documents, records, files and any other information that the Commission 
may request. In addition, these employees, on request of the Commission, shall 
be available to meet with, be interviewed by, and testify before the Commission 
during its hearings. 


(7) The Commission shall be provided whatever funding for staff and other 
resources reasonably necessary for the performance of its functions. 


(8) The Commission shall strive to complete its tasks in as expeditious a 
manner as possible.

This memo is submitted at the request of ASAC | 

On 5/9/85, I was notified by SA | ~| that 

COMMISSIONER SAMBOR had scheduled a meeting for his supervisory 
staff to finalize and disseminate the plan for an assault on 
MOVE headquarters, 6221 Osage Avenue. The meeting was to take 
place on that day at 10:00 a.m ., and h e had personally invited 
the FBI to attend through ASAC I I The Commissioner was 

seeking all input into the plan and had accordingly sought out 
the FBI for its SWAT expertise. I was asked to attend because 
of my explosives background, and I did so with the approval of 
ASAC | | 
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Upon arrival at the meeting, in addition to myself, 

SA | ~~| and SA | [ approximately 10-15 members of the 

PD's senior staff were m attendance. I recognized COM MISSIONER 
SAMBOR, LT.I I and 


OFFICER 
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The Commissioner addressed a numb er of topics centered 
around the MOVE incident and OFFICER 1 then detailed the 

proposed tactical assault on the MOVE residence. The proposal 
was for the PD to announce eviction notices to MOVE. Then the 
Fire Department was to deluge the roof of the house with water 
in an effort to knock down the bunkers built thereon. Simul¬ 
taneously, two assault teams would enter the rowhouses on either 
side of the MOVE house. The teams were to be composed of "a 
supervisor", two bomb squad members and stake-out officers as 
protective cover. Outside of the residence, fire positions were 
generally described, and the"Commissioner stated that each 
position was to be manned by a supervisor and each was to be 
staffed with highly-responsible men who would return fire only 
if toia to ao so. , 
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Upon entry into the rowhouses on either side of the 
MOVE house, the assault team's intended to use explosives in a 
shaped charge configuration to punch small holes into the "party" 
wall, thereby gaining access to the MOVE house. The small holes 
would then have tear gas generators, commonly called pepper 
foggers, inserted into them. The teams intended to insert these 
generators into both the basement and second floor. It was 
believed that this gas would force the occupants to the first 
(ground) floor and, with the whole house filling with gas, it 
was expected that they would eventually be forced to flee the 
house where they would be apprehended. 

The only other part of the plan that I recall was the 
very definite statement by COMMISSIONER SAMBOR that there would 
be no manned entry of the residence where any possibility existed 
that a policeman might be fired upon. Obviously, these are not 
his exact words, but this was basically what he said. He firmly 
stated that he. would not allow the MOVE people to murder another 
policeman or any innocent participant. He was also firm in his 
statements that he intended to give MOVE every opportunity to 
peacefully end the confrontation. 

Following the presentation of- the plan, we were asked 
for our comments. I responded that, in general,.the plan looked 
well done. As to the explosives, I stated that the use of shaped 
charges to gain entry .in the desired manner was very viable in 
this situation. I stated that.there was every reason to expect 
that the penetrations would, succeed, but ‘I cautioned that the 
make-up'.(composition) of the-walls and the possibility of an 
airspace between the party walls was critical to the success or 
failure. Also, I stated that the stand-off, the distance that 
separates the charge from the surface., that is being, attacked, is 
also critical. I also suggested that some point on the walls be 
selected for the explosive entry that wo.uld minimize the exposure 
of the residents to flying.;debris.■ I was told that the PD had 
already selected the wall below a stairway.since there was little 
possibility of a bed or other such object being against the wall 
at that point. That selection thereby minimized the exposure of 
the residents to debris.

Following my comments, SAs I I made one 

or two general comments on the plan and that ended our discussion. 
COMMISSIONER SAMBOR informed us that a final, pre-assault.meeting 
was set for-5/11/85, and he invited the FBI to' attend. We made no 
comment oh the invitation, but decided on the way out of the Round¬ 
house -that we would not attend since it did not appear that we had 
anything additional that would assist- the PD in this undertaking-. 

I had no further contact with the PD until after the 
assault, although the Bomb Squad knew that I was ready and willing 
to assist them at any -time.

1. During the evening preceeding a selected date, 
evacuate persons living in the immediate area of 6221 Osage Avenue;

approximately a total of men for this operation. These men to 
be hand-picked with respect to fire discipline; 

4. Position personnel on rooftops of buildings with a 
clear view of 6221 Osage Avenue; 


5. Advise occupants of 6221 Osage Avenue of eviction 

order;

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It was anticipated that after introduction of the 
pepper fogger gas that the occupants of 6221 Osage Avenue 
would be forced to leave the building. In the event that this 
did not occur, the possibility of utilizing a crane was 
discussed to force the occupants out of the building. 

The above plan is the plan presented by the 
PHILADELPHIA POLICE DEPARTMENT. No recommendations regarding 
changes to the principal elements of the basic plan were made 
by myself or any of the agents present.

SIMULTANEOUSLY, TWO ASSAULT TEAMS WOULD ENTER THE ROW HOUSES ON 
EITHER SIDE OF THE MOVE HOUSE. EACH TEAM WAS STAFFED BY A SUPERVISOR 
BOMB SQUAD AND STAKE-OUT OFFICERS AS PROTECTIVE COVER, OUTSIDE OF 
THE RESIDENCE, THE FIRE POSITIONS WERE GENERALLY DESCRIBED. THE 
TEAMS, STAFFED BY A SUPERVISOR WERE TO BE STAFFED WITH HIGHLY - 
RESPONSIBLE MEN WHO WOULD RETURN FIRE ONLY IF TOLD TO DO SO. 

UPON ENTRY INTO THE ROW HOUSES ON EITHER SIDE OF THE MOVE 
RESIDENCE, THE ASSAULT TEAMS INTENDED TO USE EXPLOSIVES IN A SHAPED 
CHARGE CONFIGURATION TO PUNCH SMALL HOLES INTO THE COMMON WALL OF 
THE ROW HOUSES, THEREBY GAINING ACCESS TO THE MOVE HOUSE., TEAR 
GAS GENERATORS COMMONLY KNOWN AS "PEPPER FOGGERS" WOULD THEN BE 
INTRODUCED INTO THE SMALL HOLES IN THE MOVE HOUSE WALLS, WALLS BOTH 
IN THE BASEMENT AND SECOND FLOOR. IT WAS BELIEVED THAT THIS ACTION 
WOULD FORCE THE OCCUPANTS TO THE FIRST (GROUND) FLOOR, AND THEN 
EVENTUALLY FORCING THEM TO FLEE THE HOUSE WHERE THEY WOULD BE 
APPREHENDED. 

COMMISSIONER SAMBOR STRESSED THERE WOULD BE NO MANNED ENTRY

PRELUDE 


On Monday, May 13, 1985, the Philadelphia Fire Department 

joined with the Philadelphia Police Dept, and other city agencies 
in an effort to serve felony warrants on members of the MOVE 
Organization, who were located inside of a property at 6221 Osage 
Ave. 

The Fire Department's role was strictly to support the 
Philadelphia Police Department, and served two purposes. The 
first was to provide emergency medical services— Emergency 
medical service is traditionally a role of the Fire 'Department and 
one of its primary functions. _ 


J The apparatus to be used as water 1 cannons are known 
as Squrts and have the capability to deliver large amounts of 
water at high pressures, to a decided area. The elevated nozzle 
can be operated from a remote location at the base of an 
articulating boom. 

On Sunday, May 12, 1985,.evacuation of residents from the

Osage Avenue neighborhood started, and a perimeter was 
established. At 0300 hours. May 13, 1985, the Fire 

Department detail moved inside the perimeter. This detail 
consisted of Engine Co. 43 {a Squrt), Engine Co. 72 (a Squrt), 
Ladder Co. 13, Engine Co. 168, Engine Co. 141, Rescue 19M, Rescue

Engine Co. 43 and Engine Co. 72 took up positions on Pine 
St., directly to the rear of the MOVE property. They were 
supplied with water from Engine Co. 168, pumping from a hydrant at 
the NEC of 63rd and pine Sts., and Engine Co. 141 from a hydrant 
at the NWC of 62nd and Pine Sts. The pine St. position allowed 
the Squrts to direct water streams at the MOVE house roof without 
exposing the operators to possible gunfire. 

At 0535 hours, Police Commissioner Gregor Sambor made an 
announcement outlining police objectives to MOVE members. At 0610 
hours, gun fire erupted between MOVE and the Police. The 
Confrontation continued throughout the day. During this time the 
Squrts were operated periodically. 

At approximatley 1 722 hours, the Squrts were again- operated 
to provide water cover for a State Police helicopter. The 
helicopter made three passes over the MOVE roof. On the third 
pass an explosive (entry) device was dropped onto the roof of the 
MOVE property by a member of the Phila. Police Dept. Bomb Disposal 
Unit. The effects of the subsequent detonation initiated a fire

SOURCES OF EVIDENCE 


Resultant to the magnitude of the destruction that confronted 
fire investigators at the scene, the inconclusive physical 
evidence that will be discussed and the lack of eyewitnesses to 
the origin of the fire, other evidence was relied on to draw the 
conclusions presented in this report. All of this material is 
visual. The following is a list of what is considered relevant. 


1 . Police Intelligence photographs taken prior to the May 13th 
confrontation,

THE DETONATION 


At approximately 1727 hours, detonation of the entry device 
occurred on the roof of the MOVE house, at a point approximately 
9' from the front roofline in the area of the western firewall as 
it extends above the roof. This area will be known as the point 
of detonation. 

The firewall at the point of detonation was damaged 
as is evident in the Police aerial photographs. The effect on 
this wall is consistent with the explosives’ ability to perform 
work in the form of crushing rock. This is evidenced by the 
pattern of brick dust that came to rest on the .roofs of the homes 
west of the MOVE house. 

After detonation there was no sustained ignition evident in 
the area of detonation. This is consistent because the 
thermal effects of the detonation are considered to be of * 

instanteous duration. Though temperatures in the range of 
3000° to '7000° F. are produced at detonation, the heat produced 
is dissipated rapidly into the atmosphere. For this reason, the 
temperatures produced were not present in this area long enough-to 
heat ordinary combustibles (wood, paper, rags) to a degree where 
sufficient vapor would be liberated from the materials present to 
mix with air to cause sustained combustion.

THE FIRE 


The fire originated in an area removed from the point of 
detonation. This area was approximately 10' from the 
front roofline, along the eastern party wall and- behind the 
front bunker on the roof. This area will be known as the area of 
origin. 

This event is apparent in the frame by frame analysis of the 
detonation produced from the WCAU mast camera video tape. 
Combustion appears as a flaming orange fire, this after, but in 
the same second of time as detonation, and appears as a separate 
event. As the flame disappears from view, white smoke is .... 
evidenced as a continuation of combustion. Taking into 
consideration what is visible from the perspective of the camera, 
it is not possible to determine if the smoke is the result of 
flaming or smouldering combustion. The white smoke continues for 
a period of 9 minutes or approximately 1736 hours, until 
there is an interruption in the tape. For this period of time, 
the white smoke remains localized, changes very little in color 
and seems to gain some intensity, caused by the production of 
heat. 

The time lapse during the interruption of the above* mentioned 
tape has not been determined. When the tape resumes, a good 
portion of the MOVE roof is involved in fire. 





The Fire Continued 


At approximately 1749 hours, the State Police Helicopter made 
a pass over the roof and photographs were taken. These 
photographs evidence a flaming fire that has progressed onto the 
roof of 6219 Osage Ave. It should be noted, that between 1736 and 
1749 hours, there was no visual evidence of occurrences on the 
roof. 

From the area of origin, the fire continued to burn to fully 
involve the Move roof and roof structures. At the same time it 
was extending across the roofs in both an easterly and westerly 
direction. The front roof structure then collapsed into the 
second floor of the Move house, eventually causing this level to 
become fully involved in fire. 

A period of time later the second floor collapsed into the 
first floor. This collapse resulted in involvement of the first 
floor, and eventually allowed the fire to extend rapidly to the 
east via the enclosed porches and more slowly to the west via the 
same route. 

The fire continued to propagate until approximately seven 
houses on the north side of Osage Avenue were involved in fire. 

The fire then extended to the south side of Osage Avenue due to 
radiant heat. A short time later the rear of. the houses on the 
south side of Pine Street ignited, again due to radiant heat. 

The fire progressed from origin to involve 16 houses on the 
north side of Osage Avenue, 19 houses on the south side of Osage 
Avenue, 19 houses on the south side of Pine Street, 3 houses on 
the north side of Pine Street and 2 houses on the North side of 
Addison street, where it was confined. _ 






The Pire Continued 


The second event that occurred on the roof and which appears 
as flaming combustion is thought to be the ignition of combustible 
liquid vapors contained in a 5 gallon can marked gasoline. This 
can was present in the area of origin and can be viewed in the 
Inquirer aerial photographs. This event, which is considered to 
be the origin of the fire, could have occurred for one of three 
reasons. The blast pressure that resulted from detonation 
compressed and mechanically ruptured the can against the temporary 
wooden wall structure and the eastern firewall, causing enough 
heat to ignite escaping vapors. The second possibility is that 
the metal fragments leaving the point of detonation were heated 
sufficiently by friction as they traveled through the- air and 
caused ignition of vapor as they passed through the can- at great 
velocities. The third possibility is that sparks could .be created 
in either case above, and these -could have caused the ignition of

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THE FIRE SCENE AND SEARCH 


At 0900 hours, on May 14, 1985, an investigation was 

initiated by the Fire Marshal's Office to determine the origin and 
cause of the fire. The investigative team from the Fire Marshal’s 
Office consisted of Lt.

A search of the fire scene for victims of the fire was 
performed over a period of two days. May 14 and 15, 1985. The 

remains of what were considered to be 11 bodies were recovered. 

The remains of many dogs were also recovered. 

Concurrently with the initiation of the search for victims, 
processing of the fire scene began. An examination of the fire- 
scene was conducted and physical evidence was collected. 

Physical evidence collected was submitted by the Mobile Crime Unit 
to the Police Chemical Laboratory for analysis. The purpose

being to determine if combustible vapor was present in the 
samples. The samples that proved positive after analysis were 
photographed and the photographs were labeled by the Mobile Crime 

Unit. The photographs were then given to the Fire Marshal's

Office. Tissue samples were also taken from the bodies and on May 
28, 1985, were submitted for analysis to the Police Chemical 

Laboratory through the Fire Marshal's Office. At the same time, 
clothing recovered from the bodies was also submitted. Again, 
this was done to determine the presence of combustible liquid 
vapor. 

The tissue samples all proved negative, and the clothing 
submitted was to be analyzed at a later time, due to its 
condition. 

After considering the physical evidence presented by -the 
Mobile Crime Unit, the Police Chemical Laboratory and observations 
made at the time of the physical examination of the fire scene, it 
was not possible to draw positive conclusions in determining the 
role combustible liquids played in the initiation and acceleration 
of the fire. It could be concluded only that gasoline and other 
combustible liquids were present in the debris of 6221, 6219 and 
6223 Osage Ave.

We then came into a 10 — 15 feet hover over 
the bunker area. The device was dropped by Lt. After 

the device was dropped, we exited the area to the Southwest approximately 
one half mile where we stood by to watch the explosion.

I was at 63rd and Walnut Streets on the 9th floor of the Walnut Park 
Plaza. We went up there before the chopper had taken off. They gave 
the orders to start the water. They wanted the water on as they 
got into position. The water was blowing onto both bunkers. 

He circled three (3) times then he came right back by us, then 
headed in on a straight run. He was hovering over the top of the 
bunker in the front, then I saw him drop it. It dropped West of the 
front bunker. It seemed to fall in the debris near the edge of the roof. 
When it went off most of the debris went flying over the roofs toward 
the West. The facing on the front of the bunker on the West- side 
seemed to be blown off. There was a lot of smoke, like an orange ' 
color. It blew over the roofs to the West, When the smoke was clearing, 

I saw a white dog come running out of the rear section roof and 
travell ed over the roofs to the West. When the smoke cleared, I heard 

_ say, "the hole was in the wrong roof." After about 15 to 20 

minutes, they said they could see light: srr-oke. I could'nt see any with 
the naked eye. They were saying they could see smoke. After the 
blast, maybe 30 minutes, you could see heavy smoke building up around ,b6 
th e front bunker in the rear, then I could see the flames. I said - b7C 

to L. . . J it looks like it's coming from inside the'bunkeri Then 

the flames built up some more and the "smoke turned black. Then.I saw " 
a guy come out of the front bunker, h-e ran toward the rear, jumped over 
something ,and disappeared toward the rear bunker. i didn’t see any 
fire around the hole blasted in the roof. The bunker was burning pretty 
good before I saw any smoke coming from that area (blasted hole). 

Then the roof was going good, it started to move fast to the East. 

I would say it then came: out through the skylight of 6219 Osage Ave., 
by that time 6221 was pretty well on fire. The Managing Director tried 
to get hold of Richmond, to tell him to turn on the water. He: had to 
use my radio. The two (2) lines were then turned on and shooting onto 
the roofs. Then I was ordered to the Command Post, at that time 
6223 was getting heavy smoke in the front portion from the chimney forward 
My line of sight was partially obstructed by the tree in the rear. 

I could see the front bunker, part of the middle bunker and rear bunker, 
my line of sight was partially obstructed by the tree in the rear.

I could see the MOVE house with two bunkers and approximately 2 
to 3 feet below the ledge of the roof in the front of the 
house. At that time, there was fire between the two bunkers 
and guessing about 10 x 10 or 10 x 15 square feet and the 
fire was confined to that area and black smoke;, the smoke' 
pouring out the front bunker. My opinion at the time, there 
was nobody on the roof. I don't know. I think it was too 
hot and too smokey for anybody to be in that bunker; the 
fire stayed in the rear area, again maybe I watched the fire * • 
burn for about 10 minutes; I could see a water stream from 
62nd and Osage Avenue direct over the front of the MOVE house. 

I find out later on it was Engine 57's deluge gun and then the 
fire starts spreading front of the MOVE house to the property 
left and the right in the front on the roof.

No, I don't remember seeing any smoke coming from the eaves. 

Later on in the fire when the fire started to spread when -you could ■ 
visually see the fire starting to spread across the-roofs to the 
buildings to the left and right, did you notice any .smoke coming 
from theeaves then at that time? ..•.••• 

Yes, I slid. . .then yes, but not when I went up originally. If 
there was, I did not notice then. I don't remember. 

When the bunkers fell, did the bunker, the front bunker fall into 
the building or did it fall into the street? 

1 did not actually see the bunker...fall. I was moving back 
and forth from the...back and forth behind the chimneys to 
protect myself from what we thought may have been gun fire. Apparently 
when the bunkers collapsed, I must have been behind the chimneys.

About 10 minutes later, I took a look 
off of one of the ladders, it was approximately the 3rd house 
in. I observed the bunker and from what I saw, there was 
no smoke, no fire. I saw an intact bunker. There didn't 
appear to be too much damage at all to it. Let me.reiterate • 
before when I was at 62nd and Osage Avenue. I did see a funnel 
of smoke go up and it then disipated. I didn't see anything 
after/that. We then went back up to the roofs. After my 
initial observation, I came back down to the porch roofs 
and to the North end here and stood by there for about 10 
more minutes. At that time I smelled a faint odor of 
smoke and went back up to the ladder and saw a faint little 
bit of smoke and a little bit of fire coming from the roof. 

I then reported that to Car #3.

At detonation you couldn't see any of the roof from standing 
on Pine Street. I guess we were there maybe 15 minutes. We 
were waiting for possible fire or something, and all of a 

sudden, they said there was a fire. Lt._told us to 

get the 1-3/4" hose line pulled off so we pulled off the tip 
and twenty feet of line and laid it on the sidewalk. At that 
stage we just stood by and you could see the smoke starting 
to build up. The only time X saw the roof itself was on Channel 
10's monitor in their van on the T.V. monitor, that’s about all 
I could see was smoke. It started out light smoke and got 
heavier.

We were to turn the water off and take 
cover. I did this about 20 seconds, later an explosion occurred. 

I didn't see the explosion but felt the shock and saw debris coming 
down on top of us. I saw very little smoke in the beginning. The 
smoke at the beginning was immediate and a light white smoke. I 
was aware of it up until the time we were aware the place was on 


fire 


I viewed the T.V. 10 monitor.- About ten minutes after the 


device went off, I asked the Lt. if he minded me -going up the street 
and watch the monitor. Lt. I I said fine, go ahead. I went up 


and watch the monitor. Lt. said fine, go ahead. I went up 

there with and watched the monitor and saw something 

like a hole in the roof with fire around the edge. It wasn't heavy 
fire, it looked like it was just starting. This was about ten 
minutes after detonation.

We held our 
ears for about 30 seconds and there was a loud explosion and 
the ground shook pretty good. We waited a couple of seconds 
and looked up and saw a gray wispy smoke blowing in the wind;

No, it wasn't real heavy 
and I would say was a good 15 minutes. It appeared to me 
about 15 to 20 minutes before it started to get any density 
in the smoke.

This area back in here was 
still up because the area right in here was like a circle on the 
roof burning on the outer edge of the circle burning like some 
one.had poured gasoline or some type of flammable fluid along 
the edge that was the only thing burning. 

Did you see the hole in the roof at that time? 

Hole in the roof, no. 

There didn’t appear to be a hole in the roof? 

I was like, it was burning around - like someone had poured 
something in a circle and lit it because I remember a couple 
of the Policemen there were a little upset because the bunker 
wasn't burning at all. they were kind of P.O. about that because 
thev said look it’s just a little hole burning, what good is 
that. It was a waste. The bunker itself wasn't burning at all. 

At least from the angle of the camera, all you could see was the 
roof, you could see the front of the bunker of the house. All 
that was burning was a small, very small circle, kind of a 
flammable liquid. 

Can you narrow this down into an area? 

It was a pretty good size circle, like I said, I'm pretty sure 
this bunker was in this area. 

Indicating the area including the center area between the front 
structure and the middle structure. 

It was pretty wide spread. The one I remember. 

That's' to the West side, a little more over here, the West side. 

I didn't see any fire in front of the building at all, like I 
said, most of it was in the outer edges of the circle and a. 1 little 
bit near the bunker. 

How high were they? 

Not very high, 6" or so, just like you would get off a little 
gasoline, nothing at all that I saw. That's why I was amazed 
to see so much smoke when we left there, I couldn’t believe it. 

You say you were in the van, 10 minutes after the detonation? 

Oh, yeah. 

Did you watch the progress of the fire? 

We watched it for a couple of minutes. 








0; Did anything happen during that period of time you were 
watching, that made the situation look like it was going 
to change? 

H: Nothing from where I was at. The odd thing was you could see 

what was burning on the roof but when you walked back to 
where the apparatus was, the smoke was a lot heavier than 
what was actually burning on the roof, that's what I wondered 
about. The smoke was a lot thicker coming from our vantage 
point on Pine Street by the alleyway, than what the roof 
snowed. There wasn't enough fire on the roof to put out the 
smoke we could see. That's why 1 didn't know what the heck 
was burning, I knew all the smoke wasn’t coming from the roof 
There wasn't enough fire on the roof to produce all that 
much’ smoke. there was very little smoke coming off the roof. 

O: Is there anything else you want to add? 

H: No, that's about it.

Lieutenant ' | I relieved him, he was in charge of 

Engine 43 at the time and there was no senior officers on Pine 
Street at the time. 

O.K., did he pass any orders on to you or anything? 

Uh, no orders other than we were working off the F-4 band and 
we were being directed, all orders were coming over the F-4 band. 
O.K., and what were your orders, uh? 

To stand by at that time. 

When you arrived, was there any fire? 

We could see what I would classify as light smoke to medium smoke 
coming off the roof, over the roofs, we could not see Osage 
Avenue, we were on Pine Street. We could see' a light column of 
smoke, it was dark, but it was not heavy. 

O.K. 

In my'estimation . 

O.K. uh, did you stretch any lines, and to where? 

O.K,, at that time. Engine 43 was being, supplied by Engine 65, 
it was already stretched previous to us getting there, uh, I would 
say, when we went in service with the Squrt which was approximately 
twenty minutes after arriving on the firegrounds we stretched two, 
3/4s and flaked them out onto the sidewalk. 

Let me back up for a minutes; when you said you went in service 
with the Squrt, twenty minutes after you got there, would that be 
about 18 uh, forty?

The back of Pine Street, it was just, you could see a little bit 
of smoke coming off of um. It wasn't any real fear at that time, 
you could just tell it was starting to heat up., because we had a 
visibility of the "MOVE" house. 

Well, at this time were those lines still flaked out? 

They were flaked out and one was charged and the other wasn't.
